it was deferred till the fourteenth day, yet accor- 
ding to the firſt ſummons, thought it their duty to- 
offer themlelyes to.the Kings preſence, which they 
did, At which time it pleaſed his Highneſſe to ſigni- 

' fie unto the Biſhops, that the day having prevented, 
or deceived him, he would have them return on Sa- 
rurday. zext following; Oa which day, all the 
Deanes, and Doors attending my Lords the 
Biſhops, into the preſence. Chamber, there we 
found ſitting upon a form, Doctor Rezwolds, Do- 
Ror Sparks, Maſter Knewſtnvs, and Maſter Cha- 
derton, Agents for the Millenary plaintiffes. The 
Biſhops entring the- privy Chamber, ſtaicd there, 
till commandcment came from his Majeſty, that 
none of any ſort, ſhould be preſent, but only the 
Lords of the Privie Council), and the Biſhops, with 
five Deanes,” viz.

And this was the ſum, ſo far as my dull head 
could concetve and carry it, of his Maſeſties general 
ſpeech. In particular he ſignified unto them the prin- 
cipal matters, why he called them alone, with whom 
he would conſult about ſome ſpecial points, wherein 
himſelf deſired to be ſatisfied; theſe be reduced to 
three heads: Firſt, concerning the Book of (ommon- 
Prayer, and Divine Service uſed in this Chuch. 
Second, 'Excommunication in the Eccleſtaſtical 
Courts, Third, the providing of fit and able Mini- 
ſters for Ireland. W

1s 
the Perſons, firſt, why Laymen, as Chancellors and 
Commiſſaries ſhould do it > ſecond, why the Brſhops 
themſttves , for the more dignity 10 jo high arid 
weighty 4 cenſure, ſhould not take unto them, for their 
asfeſtants, the Dean and Chapter, or other Miniſters, 
and Chaplains of gravity and account : and ſo like. 
wiſe in other cenſures, and giving of Orders, 
Sec. 
Tae laſt, for Ireland, his Majcſty referred, as 
you ſhall in the laſt dayes Conference hear, to a 
conſultation. His Highnefle ( ro whom I offer great 
wrong, in being as Phocion to Demoſthenes , 
x6mIgT&v Aoyav the Hatchet to cut ſhort ſo ami- 
able a ſpeech ) having ended, the Lord: Arch-Bi- 
ſhop, after that, on his knee, he had fignified how 
much this whole Land was boundto God, for ſct- 
ring over us a Kize, fo wile, learned , and judici- 
ous,addrefled himſclf to enform his Majefty of all 
theſe points in their ſeveral order. 
Aad firſt, as touching Confirmation, he ſhewed 
at large the antiquity of it, as being uſed inthe Ca- 
tholique Church ever ſince the Apofttes time, till 
that of late ſome particular Churches had unad- 
viſedly rejected it. Then he declared the Lawful 
' uſe of it, agreeable to his Mijeſties former fpcech, 
affirming it to be a meer calumniation, and a very 
untrue ſuggeſtion, if any had informed: his High- 
neſle,that the Church of Zxzlanddid hold or teach, 
| - that 


that withour Confirmation, Baptiſm was unper*-_ 
fe; or that ir did adde any thing to the vertue, and 
ſtrength thereof. Andthis he made manifeſt by 
the Rubricks in the Communion Book ſet before 
Confirmation, which were there read. F4-+4 
My Lord of London ſucceeded, ſaying, that the 
' authority of Confirmation, did not depend onely 
. upon the Antiquity and praRice of the Primitive 
Church, which out of Cyprian, Ep. 73. and Hieron, 
adverſus Luciferlan, he ſhewed, but that it was 
an inſtitution' Apoſtolica], and one of the particu- 
lar points of the Apoſtles Catechiſm, fer down 
and named in expreſſe words Heb. 6. 2. and ſo did 
Maſter Calvin expound that very place, who 
wiſhed earneſtly the reſtirution thereot in thoſe re- 
formed Churches, where it had been aboliſhed, 
Upon which place the Biſhop of Car/eit alſo infiſt- 
ed, and urged it both gravely and learnedly. His 
Majeſty called for the Bible, readthe place of the He 
- brews, aud approved the expoſition. ER 
Something alſo the Bilhop of Darham noted, 
out of the Goſpel of Saint Matthew, for the impo- 
poſition of hands upon Children, The conclufi- 
on was; for the fuller explanation', that we make 
1t not a Sacrament, or a corroboration to a former 
Sacrament, That it ſhould be conſidered of by thetr 
Lordſhips, whether it might not, withont alteration _ 
( whereof his Majeſty was ſtill very wary ) beintl- 
tuled an Examination with a Confirmation, ; 
Next in ofder,was the point ofAbſolution,which 
the Lord Arch-Biſhop cleared from all abuſe, or

ſuperſtition, as it is uſed in our Church of England: 
reading unto his Majeſty, both the Confeſſion inthe _ 
beginniug of the Communion Book, and the Ab- 
ſolution following it, wherean, ( ſaith he } the Mi- 
niſter doth nothing elſe but pronounce an abſolu- 
tion in general, His Highneſſe peruſed them both in 
the Book it ſelf, liking and approving them, finding -

particular and perſonal form! of abſolution, pre- .

the ſick : this the King required to ſee, and whulſt 
Maſter Dean of che Chapel was turnimg' to it,-the 
ſaid Biſhop alleged, thar not only the Confeffions 
of Auguſts, Boheme, Saxon, which he there cited,” 
do rcta'n and allow ir, but that Maſter Calvin did- 
alſo approve ſuch a general kind of Confeſſion, and 
Abſolution, as the Church of England uſeth, and 
withall, did very. well like of thoſe which, are pri- 
'vate, for ſo he terms them. The ſaid particular 4b- 
ſolution in the Common Prayer Book being read, his 
Majeſty exceedingly well approved it, adding, that it 
was Apoſtolical, and a very good Oedinance, in hat 
it was given in the name of Chriſt, to' one that deſs- 
redit, and upon the clearing of his conſcience. . _

\ Tn the third place, the Lord Arch- Biſbop pro- 
ceeded to ſpeak of Private Baptiſm, ſhewzng his 
Majeſty,that the admin'ftration of Baptiſm by Wo- 
men and Lay: perſons was not allowed in\ the pra- 
ice of the Church, but enquired of, by B ſhops 
in their Viſitation, and cenſured ; neither 'do the 
' words in:the Book inferre any ſuch meaning : 
Whereunto the King excepted, urging and preſſing 
the words of the Book, that they could zot bnt intend 
a permiſſion, and ſuffering of Women, and. private 
perſons to Baptize, Here the Biſhop of Worceſter 
_ ſaid, that indeed the words were doubtful, and 
might be preſſed to that meaning, but.yer it ſeem- 
edby the contrary praRtice of our Church, ( cen- 
ſuring Women in this caſe) that thE compilers of 
theBook-did not ſo intend them, and yet propound- 
ed them ambiguouſly, -becauſe otherwiſe, perhaps, 
the Book would not have then paſled.in the Parli- 
ament, ( and for this conjeQure, as I remember,he 
cited the teſtimony of my Lord Arch Biſhop of 
York: ) whereunto the Biſhap of, Londop replicd, 
that thoſe learned and reverend-men, who framed 


the Book of Common Prayer, intended not w 4 


ambiguous termes to deceive any, but did, indec 


by thoſe words intend a permiſſion of private per-

Who 
15 he that having any Religion in him, would not 
ſpeedily, by apy means; procure his child to be 
Baptized, & tather ground hiFa@tion upon Chriſts 
prom'ſe;-than his oniiflton thereof, upon Gods ſe-

His Majeſty replted, -firff to that place of the 
Acts, that'tt was 2» AR extraordinary, neither is it 
ſownd reaſoning frim things done before aChurch 
be ſetled and grounded unto thoſe which are thbe per- 
formed ina Chnrch-ftabliſhed and flouriſhiag : That 
- be ulſo maintained the neceſſity of Baptiſm, and al- 
 mweics thought, that the place of S. John, Nifi quis. 
 renatus fuerit exaqua, &c, Was ment of the $4- 
crament of Baptiſm, and that he had fo tefended it 
azainſt ſome Miniſters in Scotland, and it may ſeen 
ſtrange to you'tmy.

Majeſty ſe Is, that it was neceſſary to be bad, 
where it might be lawfully bad, id eſt, miniſtred by 
lawful 'Minifters, by whom alone, and by no private 
perſon, be thaught it might nos, tn any caſe be admi- 
niftred; and yet utterly diſliked all rebaptization, 
although either Women or Laikes had Baptized. 

' Here the Biſhop of Winchefter ſpake very learn- 


cdly, and earncſtly, in. that point, affirming, that 


the denying of private perſons, in cafes of neceſficy, 
to Baptize, were to croſs all Antiquity, {ecing, that 
it had been the ancient and common practice of the 
Church, when Ainiſters at ſuch times could not 
be got, 8 that it was alſoa rule agreed upon among 
Diyines,,thatthe Aſiniſter is not of the Effence of 


the Sacrament. His Majeſty anſwered, though he be- 


zot of the Eſſence of the Sacrament, yet is he 'of the 
Eſſence of the right and lawful Miniſtry of the Sa- 
crament, taking for his zround the commiſſion of 
Ghriſt to-his Diſciples, Mat. 28, 20, Go Preach 


and Baptize. 


The ifite was a conſultation, whether into the 


Rubrick of Private Baptiſm, which leaves itin dif- _ 


ferently to all La kes or Clergy, the words, Cnrate 


or lawful Miniſter, might not be inſerted, which - 
was not ſo much ſtuck at'by the' Biſhops.

concluding, that it was hypocriſie, and not true juſti- 
fying faith which was ſevered from them : for al- 
though Predeſtination and Elet#len depend n0t upen 
. any qualities, ations, or works of man, which be mu- 
table, but upon God his eternal aud immutable decree 
and purpoſe ; yet ſuch is the neceſſity of repentance, 
after known ſins committed, as that, without it, there 
conld not be, either reconciliation with God, or remif-. 
ſon of thoſe ſins. 
Nexttothis, Do@or Reinolds complained, that 
the Catechiſm in the Common Prayer Book, was 
roo brief, for which one by ' Maſter Nowel* late 
Dean of Pauls was added, and that too long for _ 
young Novices ts learn by heart: requeſted there- 
fore, that one uniform Carechiſm might be made, 
which, and none other, might be: generally recei- - 
ved, it was' demanded of him, whether if, to the 
ſhort Catechiſm in the Communion Book, ſome- 
thing were added forthe Dorine of.'the® Sacra- 
ment, it would not ſerve > His Majeſty thonght 
the DoRors requeſt very reaſonable + But yet ſo, 
that he would have a Catechiſm in the feweft "and 
plaineſt affirmative terms that may be: taxing C7 


"the number of iznorant Catechiſm: ſet out inSccland, 
by every one that was theSon of a good man: inſomuch, 
as that which was Catechiſm Dottrine in one Conere- 
gation, was in another ſcarcely accepted as ſound. and 
Orthodox, wiſhed therefore, one tobe made and agreed 
wpon, adding this excelent, gnomical and Ganon-like 
Concluſion, that inreforming of a Church , he would 
have two rules obſerved, Firſt, that old, curious, 
deep and intricate queſtions might be. avoided in the 
Fundamental inſtruction of a people. Secondly , that 
there ſhould not be any ſuch departure from-the Papiſts 
in all things, as that becauſe we in ſome points agree 
with them, therefore we ſhould br acconnied to be in er- 
ror. | 
 Tothe former, DoRor Reinelds did adde the pro- 
phanation of the. Sabbath day, and contempt of his 
Majeſties Proclamation, made for the retornung of 
that abuſe, of which he earneſtly defired a ſtraigh- 
tex courſe for reformation thereof, and unto this hc 
Fonnd a general and . uragimous aſſent; |
